It is respectfully requested that the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office 
reconsider applicant's request for a Certificate of Correction pertaining to alleged 
printing errors in Col. 9, line 47 which was submitted to the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office on January 13, 2003 on Form PTO-1050. 

Because the listed errors are not those of the applicant but rather of the 
Patent and Trademark Office, a certificate of correction is clearly in order.
